The name Wendell S. Fletcher is not exactly a 
household word among the rank and file of Porsche 
enthusiasts today, but if you check the index of any of 
the standard reference works on the House of 
Porsche, you’ll find his name. In this country in the 
autumn of 1952, some rather remarkable negotiations 
took place between Ferry Porsche and Wendell Fletch- 
er, owner and president of the Fletcher Aviation Cor- 
-poration in Pasadena, California. 

At the heart of those negotiations was a prototype 
cross-country vehicle which Fletcher designed to 
replace the regular army jeep. Constructed out of light 
alloys, it weighed less than 1500 pounds and Fletcher 
called it the Airborne. The power for Fletcher’s vehi- 
cle was a 55 bhp 1500 cc Porsche engine. Drive train 
and suspension were also of Porsche design. 

Fletcher altered the Porsche engine by eliminating 
the cooling fan and installing his own ‘‘jet cooling’’ 
system. And herein lies another fascinating connec- 
tion with Porsche, this time in the racing department. 
In the Fletcher system, exhaust from each cylinder 
pulled fresh air around the cylinder cooling fins. This 
was accomplished by directing the rapidly flowing ex- 
haust gases into a large venturi tube. To demonstrate 
the jet cooling system to Porsche, Fletcher bought a 
356 cabriolet, fitted it with his unique system and sent 
it back to Porsche for testing at the beginning of 1953. 

Porsche engineers took immediate interest in the 
system and pursued its development for racing 
through 1957 and into 1958. The January 1958 
English edition of Christophorus carried an article on 
the subject by Porsche Engineer Egon Forstner with a 
tease on the table of contents page which read: ‘‘Do 
you know about the jet cooling that will be used in the 
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works Spyders in the near future?’’ Jet cooling was 
able to add fifteen blower horsepower to a Spyder 
engine’s 145 net horsepower. Though Spyders with jet 
cooling were extensively tested at Le Mans and other 
circuits and were demonstrated to the press at that 
time, jet cooling was never used in an actual race. The 
problem was absolutely shattering noise created by the 
exhaust driven extractor. 

In February 1953, a contract was signed between 
Ferry Porsche and Wendell Fletcher for the U.S. 
manufacturing right for a number of Porsche engines, 
including the Type 527 1500, the Type 528 1500 Super 
engine, and several versions of the Type 616 industrial 
engine. To promote Fletcher Aviation’s exclusive 
licensing rights, Fletcher sponsored the Porsche fac- 
tory effort at the 1953 and 1954 Carrera Pan- 
americana races, from which Porsche drew its most 
famous model designation of all time. 

Today, Wendell Fletcher lives outside of Sedalia, 
Missouri. His home, almost antebellum in flavor, of- 
fers a gentle view of the rolling meadows of his 
Charolais farm. Tall and lean, Fletcher himself is still 
very much an engineer. He holds a number of aircraft 
industry patents, including the refueling systems for 
the C-4 fighter and the design of jettisonable external 
fuel tanks, and the garages and outbuildings of the 
farm are filled with prototypes of his Airborne jeep,

which continues in development today. 

Fletcher and his wife, a woman of considerable 
beauty and vivacity, recently allowed PANORAMA into 
their home in Sedalia. They were generous with their 
time and hospitality and we spent an afternoon rem- 
iniscing about their Porsche connections. We think 
you’ll find this interview a fascinating trip down one 
of the more obscure trails of Porsche history.

BJT: Tell me how you first came in contact with 
Porsche? 

Fletcher: Well, following World War II, my com- 
pany, Fletcher Aviation Corporation, was exploring 
civilian products to replace our military production. 
As aircraft engineers our forte was structures of light 
weight. My brother Herb had served with the Eighth 
Air Corps out of England and after he came home and 
was discharged, we sent him back to Europe to look 
for products. We were interested in an engine and he 
went to Germany principally to look at the Volks- 
wagen and they put him on to Mr. Porsche. He ar- 
ranged to purchase a dozen or so engines and a 356 
cabriolet. 

BJT: What did you have in mind for the cabriolet and 
the engines? 

Fletcher: At that time, I had developed what I called a 


“‘iet cooling’’ system for aircraft. Using the engine’s 
exhaust gas routed into a concentric diffuser, it 
created a vacuum that would pull cooling air past the 
fins on the cylinders. To thoroughly test the system, I 
had bought a Navion airplane, renowned for its inade- 
quate cooling system, and equipped it with jet cooling. 
Subsequently, this system was used in my FL-23, FU- 
24 Agri, and FD-25 aircraft. 

Anyway, the jet cooling project was hot in our plan- 
ning, so the Porsche cabriolet became a test vehicle for 
the concept. We brought it over here precisely for that 
purpose. We bought it in February of 1952. Its chassis 
number is 10139. We went to work on it immediately. 
The idea was to install our jet cooling system on it. 
BJT: Who did the modifications necessary to adapt 
your system to the car? 

Fletcher: The conversion of the body was done by 
Maurice Schwartz of Bowman and Schwartz in 
Pasadena, California. He was a genius in automobile 
custom body design. First he applied a paper mock-up 
to the rear fenders. Then he made an incision in the 
fender area and we installed the cooling air tubes and 
the jet exhaust. Then came the mufflers. I have a 
phantom photo showing how the new fender was fit- 
ted over the mufflers. When the job was completed, 
the cabriolet was driven to New York, shipped to the 
port of Cherbourg and then driven to Stuttgart for 
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The Fletcher Navion at Tuxtla Airport near the Guatemalan border where the Carrera Panamericana races began. 


Porsche to test early in 1953. 

BJT: In the meantime, what had you done with the 
Porsche engines your brother had bought? 

Fletcher: My plan was to use the engines in light 
weight vehicles of my own and other manufacturers’ 
vehicles. I put two of the engines at Willys Overland, 
which was owned by Ward Canady. Canady was go- 
ing to junk the jeep, use our engine and philosophy 
and come up with a new vehicle. About that time, 
Henry Kaiser offered Canady sixty million dollars for 
Willys. Canady took the offer and that stopped the 
light weight Fletcher Willys development effort. 

We also sold a couple of the engines at the same 
time to Lou Fageol. He was working on a mail de- 
livery van for the Post Office. Fageol and I developed 
a special curb-level floor van. It had a lot of good 
features. If the postman wanted to leave the van with 
it still running, he just walked off and the door flipped 
up and the brake was activated. It would have been 
great with the Porsche engine. The Post Office ended 
up buying a Dodge vehicle with a much smaller 
storage area and a floor thirty inches above the curb. 
BJT: And in the meantime, you were licensed by 
Porsche to actually build Porsche engines in the 
United States? 

Fletcher: Yes, I had the license. By this time, I was 
very enthusiastic about the Porsche type engine. On 
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Standing by the Spyder is Porsche race boss Huschke von Hanstein; seated is driver Karl Kling. 
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February 18, 1953, a contract was signed between 
Ferry Porsche and myself for the U.S. manufacturing 
rights to the Porsche engines, Types 527 (1500), 528 
(1500S), and other versions of the 1500 cc Porsche 
engine, the 539, 546 and 557. Later the license in- 
cluded the 1600 cc industrial engines Type 616/3, 
616/5, 616/8, the Type 729 1600 cc marine engine and 
the 1600 cc aircraft engine Type 678. I designed and 
built an Inboard-Outboard drive for the Porsche 
engine so that you only had to lift it 22 degrees to have 
it out of the water. With the rest of them, you had to 
lift them 45 degrees to get them out. You still do to- 
day. Nobody has ever done what we designed for the 
Porsche marine engine. I also designed a high pressure 
fire fighting stationary pumping unit powered by a 
Porsche engine. It would put out about 300 gallons a 
minute, I think it was. What a blast it would put out! I 
still have that. We also designed some motor gen- 
erators and other products to be powered by Porsche 
engines. 

One of the main reasons I was interested in the 
Porsche engine was because we were working on a 
project to design a universal military personnel carrier 
jeep-type vehicle. Porsche was working on their 
Jagdwagen at the same time. This was the project I 
was working on with Ward Canady. Our vehicle was 
going to use Porsche suspension and Porsche engines. 


As a part of this contract, Porsche wanted to put 
this engine on a production assembly line instead of 
individual assembly. Mr. Porsche authorized me to 
redesign the crankcase to expose the timing gears on 
assembly, so that timing could be a line operation. 
Porsche sent us a set of cast parts, before they had 
been machined. He sent just the rough castings so we 
could cut them in two and look at them and decide 
where to put the cut and just what to do with it. We 
tried to see if we could save the Volkswagen parts and 
we could. We just made a cut across the front and 
made a cover plate to cover the timing gears. It was 
easy. On November 18, 1954, my production super- 
intendent, Marty Konoske and I flew to Stuttgart via 
the ‘‘First Over the Pole’’ S.A.S. flight. We delivered 
to and secured from Mr. Porsche approval of the 
three piece crankcase design which Porsche promptly 
put into production. 

BJT: At this time, was Fletcher Aviation only building 
engines? 

Fletcher: Oh, we were building everything from 
airplanes in both directions. We built complete air- 
planes. We were building components for inflight 
refueling. I designed the inflight refueling system for 
the C-4 fighter aircraft. I hold the patent for external 
jettisonable fuel tanks and we were building those as 
well. And we were building some military vehicle pro-

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totypes which are still under development today. 

BJT: But you were working on engine development in 
addition to having the engine license from Porsche? 
Fletcher: We had to do this because the military said 
that in our personnel vehicle we could only use the 
Porsche engines temporarily, that we had to come up 
with our own engine. 

BJT: They wouldn’t accept the Porsche engine built in 
the United States by you under license? 

Fletcher: No, they wanted a complete engine. We built 
one and it was tested at the military engine test facility 
at Centerline, Michigan. They tested engines to 12,000 
rpm and that was the destruction of practically 
every engine. The Corvair engine wouldn’t stand 
12,000 rpm. It went to pieces. Just the flywheel was 
left, sticking on the end of the crankshaft. They took 
our engine and spun it to 12,000 and the only reason 


that we got to 12,000 rpm is because I had chosen to 
tune the crankshaft to 6000. Since 12,000 is a har- 
monic of 6000, we were lucky to go through. We frac- 
tured the crankshaft, but it went on through the whole 
test with the cracked crankshaft. We got our full 
power and passed the test. 
BJT: Did you ever actually build any production 
Porsche engines under your license? 
Fletcher: No. Once the Fletcher-Willys project with 
Canady fell through, there was no need to produce the 
engines and once the military ruled that we would 
have to produce our own, rather than Porsche, 
engines for any military vehicle, that effectively ended 
the possibility of building Porsche engines under 
license. 

There was one other Porsche engine project that 
you might be interested in. Lou Fageol and my

An early version of Fletcher’s light alloy cross country vehicle. It was designed to be used in 
conjunction with a Porsche drive train and suspension system. 
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brother Herb developed a front and rear dual engine 
race car. The body was constructed from external jet- 
tisonable fuel tanks, which are, as I said, my patented 
invention. Lou was from Kent, Ohio, and he ran the 
car against Ferraris and Mercedes 300SL’s and he 
lapped them. Lou knew the fuel tanks were absolutely 
correct aerodynamically and he powered the car with 
two Porsche 1500S engines, one in front and one in 
back. He could control both engines independently 
through the use of motorcycle hand throttles. When 
he’d come to a curve, he’d back off just a little bit on 
the rear engine while he kept the front engine going 
full blast. He didn’t have to use the brakes. He held 
the back just by not putting all the power there. And 
he lapped the Ferraris. 

BJT: Let’s go back to your jet cooled 356 cabriolet. 
What happened to it? 

Fletcher: Well, as I said, we converted it to jet cooling 
in 1952, and shipped it to Stuttgart for testing in early 
1953. Porsche engineers were enthusiastic about de- 
veloping the jet cooling system for racing and they 
continued working on that idea through 1957 and into 
1958. It saved the horsepower that it took to run the 
fan. We guessed it to be about 12 horsepower on the 
cabriolet. 


BJT: I believe Denis Jenkinson wrote that it added 


about 15 horses to the Spyder engine, but the noise

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was ear-shattering. 

Fletcher: The noise was really something. If you are in 
an airplane, the sound is behind you. And it’d be all 
right in a car with the sound behind you too, but not 
for anyone following you or for spectators at a race. 
BJT: I’d like to hear that. I’ve heard some pretty loud 
race cars. 

Fletcher: This is louder than anything you have ever 
heard. 

BJT: Did you just give Porsche this idea or was there a 
fee involved? 

Fletcher: No, we just gave it to them. As a matter of 
fact, I didn’t get any compensation for the three piece 
crankcase. That may seem surprising today, knowing 
how far Porsche has come, but in those days Porsche 
was a very small company and times were difficult. I 
remember that my wife and I went over to dinner at 
his house once when their children were small. They 
just had one girl working there in the house. It just 
wasn’t that easy in those days. Mrs. Porsche and the 
girl cooked the meal. 

Actually, Mrs. Fletcher and I have been privileged 
to enjoy a fine personal relationship with Ferry 
Porsche and his family and associates. Mr. Porsche 
and Professor Albert Prinzing came to our house in 
California for Thanksgiving Dinner in 1951 or 1952. 
My wife will never forget it because the oven didn’t

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work and the turkey didn’t cook! 

BJT: What has happened to the cabriolet? 

Fletcher: I’ve still got it. It still looks exactly like the 
photographs. It’s still driven occasionally. Actually 
the car was run around a lot. We wore out about three 
engines in it and my wife’s sister took a liking to the 
thing while she was living with us. Somewhere we’ve 
got a picture of Pam and six kids in it on the way to 
the Frosty Freeze. 

BJT: Does it still have the jet cooling in it? 

Fletcher: No, the problem with leaving it on was the 
noise. Oh brother, you could hear it coming! It first 
had jet cooling on its original 1100 cc engine. We’ve 
still got that engine. It isn’t in the car, but we still have 
it. Then we put a bigger engine in, a 1500 cc engine, 
and had the same cooling on it. But we couldn’t leave 
it on the car on account of the noise. 

BJT: There is one more important association that 
Fletcher Aviation Corporation had with Porsche that 
we haven’t yet discussed. For two years, 1953 and 
1954, your company sponsored the Porsche team at 
the Carrera Panamericana. 

Fletcher: Yes, we did. Our company interest in the 
race was to publicize Fletcher Aviation’s exclusive 
licensing rights to manufacture the Porsche engine in 
the United States. Our jet-cooled Navion was used to 
support two Porsche Spyders entered by Porsche. At 
the time, that was a 1900 mile road race that was prob- 
ably the most grueling race in the world. The rules 
allowed only a three hour period for maintenance 
after each car had finished for the day. That was to 
keep teams from completely rebuilding their cars 
overnight. Mechanics usually had to drive ahead the 
night before in order to meet their cars when they ar- 
rived at the finish line each of the five days. So they 
had to work on the cars with little or no sleep. We 
used the Navion to make it possible for the Porsche 
mechanics to be with the cars at the start and to be 
waiting when they arrived at the end of each leg. 

BJT: In 1953, Porsche did win a class victory at the 
Carrera Panamericana but it was claimed by the pri- 
vate driver Herrarte. But in 1954, Hans Herrmann, 
driving for the team you sponsored, finished third 
overall and first in the 1500 cc class in a Porsche 
Spyder. Do you have any recollections of those races? 
Did you go to Mexico? 

Fletcher: No, I had to be somewhere else on business, 
but we were in radio contact the entire time. We spon- 
sored Porsche for two years and we would have been 
sponsoring them on after that, but they closed the race 
down and never held it again. 

BJT: How did your association with Porsche and 
Porsche engines come to an end? 

Fletcher: During October 1958, my company, which 
was producing my jettisonable tanks, was merged 
with another corporation which chose not to continue 
these Porsche associated products. These were all ex- 
citing projects possible only with a vital ‘‘can-do”’ 
crew. I’d like to mention some of their names: George 
Konoske, Carl Wagner, Darryl Page, Burt Shannon, 
Jim Castor, Earl Kremiller, Don Woodward, Harold 


Malm, Ralph Swaisgood George Fary and Bob 
Taylor. Since that time, I have continued my engineer- 
ing developments in Sedalia, Missouri. 

BJT: What lies ahead for Wendall Fletcher? 

Fletcher: Well, as I’ve said, we’ve continued to 
develop our ideas here in Sedalia. We’ve never really 
given up on our airborne vehicle. Even now I have a 
patent going through the patent office that will im- 
prove it. I think I mentioned earlier that both Porsche 
and Fletcher Aviation were working on similar univer- 
sal military vehicles at the same time in the early fif- 
ties. Porsche was trying to win a NATO contract for 
its Jagdwagen or Hunter, and we were competing for 
both a U.S. military contract and the NATO contract. 
Porsche made some sixty or seventy of the Jagd- 
wagen. And we were working on ours. Both of them 
had the Porsche engine in them, but I was eventually 
going to have to develop my own engine. Mr. Porsche 
said after he built his Hunters, he’d send one over to 
us as a gift and he did. It is out in the garage here. 

If we had produced my vehicle with Ward Canady 
from 1951-1952 on, we could have saved hundreds of 
lives because our plans called for putting an armored 
shield under the vehicle. We only had one prototype 
vehicle, but it went a full 8000 miles of military testing 
and the bottom of the vehicle was absolutely perfect. 
The jeep weighs 2800 lbs empty and with 1200 lbs pay- 
load, it has a gross weight of 4000 lbs. My vehicle has 
an empty weight of 1500 Ibs and with the same 1200 
Ibs payload, we only go to 2700 lbs gross—less than 
their empty weight. 

BJT: And so you continue to develop your vehicle 
even today? 

Fletcher: Oh yes. For years, the military had classified 
our plans as secret and we were unable to do anything 
with it. Periodically, we’d try to get different people 
to try and get our plans out of that classification. One 
of the latest was a chap in a military post at the 
Defense Department. I asked him to try to get our 
plans declassified and he said, sure, he could do it. No 
problem. He came back to me and said, ‘‘What in the 
hell did you ask me to do that for? I got the hell 
chewed out of me for getting into it with you about 
this. You’ve got some kind of secret over there!”’ 

BJT: And it had been classified like that since 1954? 
Fletcher: Yes. Finally, just a couple of years ago, I 
asked one of our congressmen to try and get it de- 
classified. We were in Washington and dropped in to 
see him and he told us that he’d gotten our stuff 
released. We couldn’t believe it. So now we are press- 
ing on with this project, improving the vehicle design. 
The prototypes have just recently been to Israel for 
their consideration. And, finally, the U.S. govern- 
ment has announced plans to look for a successor to 
the present jeep and we are working on a proposal for 
that project. @

As PCA National President Hank Malter ap- 
proached the podium, he knew something was amiss, 
maybe even afoul. There was a certain feeling in the 
air. A feeling which hinted at something about to hap- 
pen. A sinister plot? I mean why were all these Zone 7 
people here? Why were all these familiar faces masked 
with secret knowing grins? What was the cause of the 
mysterious tension which seemed to permeate the 
room? These were the thoughts which dominated as 
he took his position at the microphone. He had been 
asked earlier to speak on National PCA matters. The 
request had come from Sonja Blow, President of 
Golden Gate Region. Surely Sonja would not have set 
him up? 

The date was May 16, 1981. It was the occasion of 
GGR’s monthly dinner meeting, an event Hank had 
been asked to attend way back’ in January. Un- 
beknownst to him, the event had been on the drawing 
board for months. Publicly it was billed as ‘‘just 
another dinner meeting’’ but, behind the scenes this 
clandestine affair was officially known as ‘‘Get Hank 
Nite,’’ a Don Rickles style ‘‘Roast’’ of the unsuspect- 
ing Mr. Malter. 

The roots of all this began in the summer of 1980 
when GGR Treasurer and ’82 Parade Autocross 
Chairman Ted Atlee suggested to then GGR President 
Bill Patton, ‘‘We ought to do something nice for 
Hank to show our appreciation for his unselfish par-

him.’’ Patton, burdened with other matters at the 
time, tabled the idea for future reference. During 
GGR’s 1981 event and calendar planning sessions the 
ideas was reborn, though with a different theme. Why 
do something nice for Hank? Why not do something 
to him? 

With Atlee and Patton as co-chairmen, the planning 
began. Invitations were sent to all National Officers, 
National Staff, Zone Reps, and Zone 7 Presidents. 
Each invitation contained a veiled threat suggesting 
various forms of violence should the ‘‘secret’’ get out. 
Each invitee was encouraged to send an insult gag, or 
appropriate story about Hank. These to be used even 
if the invitee were unable to attend. Soon Patton’s 
mailbox was filled with vile and obscene material with 
which to ‘‘Get Hank.’’ Most responses seem to in-

As Hank was called to speak, 113 veiled grins began 
to spread through the crowd. Some of those grins 
belonged to Zone 7 Rep Terry Zaccone, Redwood 
Region President Jim Hurson, Loma Prieta Region 
President Ken Iles, San Joaquin Region President 
Gene Gilpin, Shasta Region President Rich Soward 
and Sacramento Valley Region President Al King. 
Sierra Nevada Region President Bob Walker and ’82 
Parade Chairman Bob Bernardelli were expected, but 
encountered car difficulties during the long trek and 
never arrived. 

As Hank began to speak, an unusual hush en- 
veloped the room. As he uttered about the fifth word, 
total bedlam erupted and crashed through the crowd.

Soon the massacre, by the masses, was complete 
and Patton stalked to the stage for one last cruel, but 
deserved, attack. Before getting to the main reason for 
his visit to the stage, Patton read letters received over 
the signatures of Sandi Misura and Don Rickles. The 
Misura letter reported that the National Board had, in 
fact, ‘‘voted unanimously (one abstension) that 
Malter would not be reimbursed for his dinner or 
travel expenses.’’

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A 928 Convertible!

This 928 convertible comes not from Stuttgart, but 
from an energetic new American company. Pictured 
here is the prototype, painted black and already on the 
road. 

The company is Carelli Design. You’re going to 
hear more from them in years to come. The president 
is Vittorio Gino Carelli. He says, ‘“‘I’m a nut for 
minute things, fanatic. All my life, I’ve been that way. 
I’m a self doer.”’ 

At little more than fifteen years of age, Carelli was 
a Porsche mechanic. He has a tremendous respect for 
Porsche and the Porsche factory. He’s half German 
and half Italian. The German half likes the Porsche 
mechanical perfection; the Italian half wants Italian 
design. 

The result is the C928, ‘‘C’’ for Carelli Design. This 
is not a cut-off-the-top-and-put-on-a-fabric-cover 
project. The C928 is a design and engineering study. 

Carelli says, ‘‘The 928 is a difficult car to change 
over. So many things have to be done. It’s a fastback 
and it’s a unibody.’’ They put in a supplemental 
frame, a new backbone to strengthen the rigidity of 
the car. The doors are cut down; the glass goes for- 
ward to the windshield. The rear quarter panels are 
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reshaped in steel. The decklid is aluminum stretched 
over a steel under-structure. 

No change is made to the battery, spare tire or the 
drive train. A car is purchased for the new owner in 
the color of his choice. Because the urethane front and 
rear panels do not take repainting with any degree of 
certainty, they are retained in their original form. 
After the new body work, the car is completely re- 
painted. Connolly leather is used inside, as is Wilton 
carpets. No corners are cut. Even the trunk is car- 
peted, bottom side and top. 

Because of the fastback design of the 928, the rear 
fender design is new. It is a snap to do it incorrectly. It 
requires good design to make a line where there is 
none. 

The chief designer is Ric Shields. He is the one who 
makes the right lines. Sketches in the design studio at- 
test to the many ideas that were tried before the final 
decision was made. Shields says, ‘‘The 928 is a fan- 
tastic car. It is built like a jet fighter. When you take 
the car apart, you never cut a wire. It has plug-in 
modules.’’ 

The only deletions on the finished car are the top, 
rear seats and about sixty pounds. 


The feeling of the 928 is changed dramatically without the fastback. Workmanship on the black prototype is superb. A 
limited run of 150 units is planned by Carelli Design. 


In driving the car, one remembers that the 928 is 
probably the world’s most underestimated car. It is 
smooth, quiet, comfortable, powerful and impressive. 
Porsche has yet to really mount an advertising cam- 
paign for the car in the United States. 

The C928 adds to the above description two things: 
flair and distinctiveness. There is something about a 
convertible—no closed car can capture the feeling. 

The windshield still slopes back at 27 degrees. The 
frame is strengthened, but the windshield is un- 
changed. The door opens smoothly. Getting in is no 
problem. The door closes quietly. A turn of the key 
and the 4.5 liter V-8 comes to life. There is no noise. 
First gear is to the left and down. The clutch feel is 
positive. The car moves off to match any mood you 
have. 

Since you sit almost under the top of the wind- 


shield, there is neither wind noise or buffeting. A 
quick start and a brisk corner confirms the fact that 
the torsional rigidity of the 928 has not been changed. 
There is no twist or flex. Bumps produce no surprises. 

This is how luxury should feel. Carelli Design will 
produce only 150 examples of the C928. Actually, 
before the first production C928 is finished, Carelli is 
already working on the next project. 

The car was shown at Auto Expo in Los Angeles, 
California, in May. ‘‘At the debut, everybody liked 
it,’’ says Carelli. Orders came in. The price is $79,000. 

About the black prototype, black is a color that 
shows any flaw in design, engineering or workman- 
ship. Very few prototypes are black. The C928 has no 
flaws. It looks so good, so right, that you wonder why 
Porsche didn’t do it first. ® 


The C928 design is not a wedge; rather smooth curves give the car character and distinctiveness. The car is solid and tight, 
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Conventional versus silicone brake fluid 

Bill: Ordinary brake fluid, which is the alkaline ox- 
ide of glycol, and silicone brake fluid are not compati- 
ble. The statements that we have made in the last few 
years on the mixing of these two fluids have been 
based on brake failure. That’s a strong word—brake 
failure. We have had a number of experiences, I’m go- 
ing to say four, in which silicone fluid was added to 
existing glycol brake fluid. Each time, over a period as 
short as eight hours or as long as 72 hours, the pedal, 
with the two fluids in the master clyinder, went com- 
pletely to the floor. I call that total brake failure. 

After those four experiences with total brake 
failure, there was nothing left to do but to experiment 
with the two fluids in glass containers where you could 
actually shake them, see whether the viscosities would 
mix, see whether the mixtures were compatible, find 
how long it took them to separate, study the brake 
disc system and the calipers to find out how the brake 
fluid would lay in the caliper and what would happen 
if silicone got on top of it, how long the two would 
mix if you ever got them to mix in there, and what 
would happen if they didn’t. The result was what we 
reported to you here last year. The two are not com- 
patible. They do not mix. 

There are certain pockets in a caliper that cannot be 
bled out with the caliper mounted as it is in the brake 
system. You cannot completely bleed every bit of the 
brake fluid out. Therefore, we advise taking every 
wheel cylinder and every brake caliper off to com- 
pletely clean them. The center lines in the tunnel that 
you can’t take off must be completely purged. Then 
fill the system completely with either one fluid or the 
other. Don’t mix the two. Four brake failures were 
enough to convince me that you should not mix 
silicone fluid and standard brake fluid. 

After two years of discussing brake fluids here in 
this tech session, a member of War Bonnet Region 
came up to see me and said, ‘‘Bill, a year ago you 
touched on the problems of adding silicone fluid to ex- 
isting brake fluid and I’m here to tell you that I’m one 
of those people that put this silicone fluid in on top of 
my brake fluid and it nearly killed me and wrecked my 
car. I think you should really get into this program 
again next year and tell the people of the disastrous 
results they can get into by mixing these two fluids.’’ 
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That’s when we came back last year and showed 
you the pictures of the fluid in the glass containers, 
with alcohol in the bottom, brake fluid in the middle 
and the silicone on top. Shake the mixture up and you 
get globules. I don’t know about you, but I don’t want 
globules in my brake system in a car that I am going to 
be driving down the road at 100 mph. I want solid 
fluid that is compatible and that I know is going to 
work the brakes every time I touch the pedal. 

Why use the silicone fluid in the first place? It can 
be very useful with a car that is stored for much of the 
time or driven on a very limited basis. Conventional 
brake fluids are hydroscopic in nature and gather a 
tremendous amount of moisture. Moisture in a brake 
system is what causes corrosion inside and deteriora- 
tion of the seals. Silicone fluid is not hydroscopic. 
Unless you have a problem with moisture content, 
there isn’t any need to put silicone fluid in to begin 
with. It’s just an answer to a problem that we have 
with cars that are driven in limited use, for show cars, 
and for cars that are going to be stored for a long time 
where you don’t want any moisture in the system to 
ruin or pit a caliper, piston or a brake clyinder. 

Will conventional fluid stand up when a car is 
driven once a month? Yes, I think any brake fluid will 
stand up under once a month driving. A car that is go- 
ing to sit for four or six months, however, and not 
have the engine started or brakes touched, then you 
might have a problem. 

Let me draw a comparison here for you. We have 
all had an opportunity to replace mufflers on cars. Let 
me tell you that the worst thing that can ever happen 
to an exhaust system on an automobile is when the 
engine is brought up just to operating temperature and 
it doesn’t dry out all of the humidity and the moisture 
in the exhaust system. Once you start a car when it’s 
cold and the engine starts heating up, it accumulates a 
lot of moisture. 

The brake system is no different. Over a period of 
time, a brake system that is used infrequently and 
doesn’t come up to operating temperature to evap- 
orate moisture in the system will accumulate moisture 
fast. Moisture in a hydraulic system is deterioration. 
It’s rust, corrosion and all the things that make a 
brake system fail. It’s like I told you about washing a 
car—don’t ever take a Porsche and wash it and put it 


back in the garage. Take it out and run it around the 
block, bring it up to operating temperature and you 
will find that the corrosion and all the rust and the bad 
things that happen as a result of moisture won’t hap- 
pen to acar that has been dried out. 

It’s the same thing with brakes. Bring the Porsche 
up to operating temperature. If you are only going to 
drive it every three to five months, brake it hard, warn 
up the brake cylinders on all of your lines and get the 
moisture dried out of the system. Then your standard 
glycol brake fluid will stand up. But if you pussyfoot 
around the block three or four times a year and you 
car sits in cold weather, I can guarantee you that 
droplets of moisture will form in the brake master 
cylinder, in the lines, and in the wheel clyinders. Then 
it is rebuilding time. 


Black matte finish 

Bill: Can you convert a glossy black finish to a 
matte finish? Yes, you can kill the gloss with a fine 
grade of sandpaper, but I’d rather use steel wool. You 
will find that 0000 steel wool will not scratch the paint 
nearly as bad as sandpaper will. I don’t think you 
want to leave the steel wool finish on it. What you 
would do would be to take it down to a semi-gloss or 
the point of gloss that you care for, then come back 
with a polishing compound and just touch it enough 
to get the satin finish that you are looking for. That’s 
the way I would do it. 
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Epoxy paint accelerator agent 

Bill: The accelerator is the drying agent in the 
chemical. That’s what makes it hard or soft, what 
makes it set up faster. The accelerating agent should 
be used with this in mind. In painting a particular 
item, do I have time to let it dry for a long time in a 
area that is dust-free? Or do I need to let it dry quickly 
in order to keep the dust and air out? That depends on 
the facility where you are painting. 

Can you get the epoxy paint out of the paint gun? 
It’s easy to use and you can get it out, but you must 
take it out immediately. You cannot let it sit overnight 
or you might as well throw your paint gun away. It’s 
kind of like leaving alcohol in a carburetor. Two days 
later it is too late. You don’t clean the carburetor, you 
throw it away and get another one. 


Polyglycoat and other finishes 

Bill: The question is what is polyglycoat and can it 
be removed to wash and polish a car and do touch-up 
paint work? There are many questions and answers to 
that particular subject. Number one, polyglycoat is a 
product that is made to create gross profits. There is a 
type of car that polyglycoat would be more compati- 
ble with than on our Porsches. I am not particularly 
interested in taking my brand new Porsche to a place 
and letting somebody put on a liquid plastic over the 
top of the paint. Especially when I know that I have a 
straight non-metallic paint job on the car from the 


‘factory. With the time and money and technology that 


goes into a paint job as expensive as the one on the 
Porsche, I am not sure I would want some buffing guy 
in a dealership or a garage to take the finish in his 
hands and try to improve it. I don’t believe this can be 
done. I think that the paint can be improved on at the 
factory—especially today with the clear top coats and 
where we are getting an orange peel effect on the cars 
that we have never seen before. We have always had a 
certain amount of orange peel, but not as much as 
there is today. 

How do you get polyglycoat off your car? Actually, 
I am not sure that you are going to get it off, short of 
removing it in an abrasive manner, until it wears off. 
Now, over a period of time with washing, weathering 
and the polishing that you do to the car, it will come 
off. They would lead you to believe that this stuff is 
put on with a buffer and it gets so hot that it melts 
down into the paint and goes right down into the 
metal for a lifetime application. Any of you who have 
had this done can tell the others that this is not true. 

What about Blue Coral? Now you’re bringing up a 
trade name. Blue Coral is a process brought about by 
the Cadillac Motor Car Division, the Used Car 
Merchandising Research Department. It’s a good one. 
They started using this, coining the name Blue Coral, 
many years ago. If properly applied, this is probably 
the best of any finish that has ever been put on lacquer 
paints. 

Polyglycoat is a plastic material that gives a shine 
similar to silicone shine. It does put a coating over the 
top of the paint, but its lasting qualities are not nearly 
what the manufacturer would have you believe when 
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he sells you the process. It has very harmful effects 
when it goes into paint from the standpoint of ever 
having to repair the paint job. If you have an accident 
and you have to do some repainting and you have this 
plastic material on your paint, I can tell you that it 
gives the paint shop all kinds of headaches. Nothing is 
going to stick to the car until the coating is totally 
removed. You can’t touch-in paint. You can’t spot in 
paint. You can’t do anything until the polyglycoat is 
totally off. It is just like silicone in that respect. Now 
if you want a fast $80 shine, it is available. I personal- 
ly don’t believe in it. 

I believe in good, hand-finished wax jobs that we 
have always given Porsches. I have never seen a poly- 
glycoat-finished car at a Parade that has done as well 
as the car whose owner put in the time and did a good 
polish job. 

What do you do if you want to get the polyglycoat 
off? DuPont, 3-M, and other good paint manufac- 
turers make a wax and silicone remover, a paint 
preparation material that a painter would normally 
scrub an area with prior to the time he tries to repaint. 
Acryliclean is another excellent brand name. These 
are the items that you would want to use on your car, 
first to wash it down and remove the silicone. 

The second thing you want to do is to go over the 
car with a very, very light compound. I mean a com- 
pound that is so light that it has virtually no abrasive 
in it. You will have to mix this yourself. Take a half 
cup of polish and put in a teaspoon of something like 
DuPont white polishing compound and mix it up. 
That’s your solution. There is enough cutting agent in 
it to remove the plastic that is left of the polyglycoat 
finish and that will take the finish down to a point 
where another wash with Acryliclean liquid will put 
you in a position to have the original finish back on 
the car. Then go over it with your favorite good car- 
nauba wax. 

What about Ming finish? That has been around for 
years. I think it was a franchise that started in either 
Denver or Los Angeles. The first job I ever heard of 
came out of Denver back in 1940. It was a super type 
of finish which was competitive with Blue Coral. I 
would have more faith in Ming finish products 
because of their recognition and longevity than I 
would in polyglycoat. Ming finish, from looking into 
the franchises that have been put up around the coun- 
try, has grown into another one of the things we men- 
tioned first—a gross profit-making opportunity for 
people. I have never in my life seen a classic car, a 
show car, or a Porsche that has ever entered a con- 
cours d’elegance anywhere in the world that had that 
type of finish on it. Every show car I have seen has 
had a genuine, honest, hand-rubbed, hand-polished, 
hand-waxed finish and the car looks beautiful. 

Someone from the audience asked a question a 
while ago while we were all laughing, and he men- 
tioned something about corn meal and cornstarch. I 
want to tell you the story behind this. In the olden 
days when people were trying to maintain a paint job 
on a car, there were a limited number of products on 
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the market for the maintenance of paint. The com- 
pounds and the polishes and the waxes that we take 
for granted today were really very hard items to ob- 
tain in those days. There actually were cases of cars 
being rubbed out in Europe with just the palm or heel 
of the hand. The roughness of the hand was used to 
rub down the paint. 

One of the finest finishes that was known back in 
the early days of rubbing paint was cornstarch, the 
same stuff you can find in the kitchen of the average 
house. It makes an excellent polishing compound to 
rub a lacquer paint job with, and if you don’t know 
about it, that’s why everybody was laughing. Corn- 
starch was actually used in the elden days on a rag, 
just like polish, in the very final stages of rubbing the 
car out. Many things were done to the paint by the 
time they got down to the point of using cornstarch. 
But that was at one time one of the finest polishing 
compounds that a man had available to him to rub out 
the finish on a lacquer car. 

If you want to try it sometime, you won’t hurt your 
paint job at all. Just put a little bit of cornstarch on a 
rag and rub a spot on your car. You will see a 
brilliance come out that you will never see happen 
with any other type of polishing compound. It is a fine 
finishing element, but it is a lot of work and you had 
better be prepared to spend at least three weeks 
polishing your car out. 


Oil leaks and heat exchangers 

The question refers to a 911T that has minor oil 
leaks underneath. Some of the oil has gotten into the 
heat exchangers so the owner is planning to take the 
car apart from underneath, clean it up and put it back 
together. Are there any do’s and don’ts? 

Bob: The singular biggest don’t is don’t break the 
set screws on the exhaust system. Just a hint for 
everybody in the north and east where you get really 
bad salt water contamination. If the heat exchangers 
are far enough gone not to be of further use, don’t try 
using conventional methods in getting them off. Cut 
them off and save all the studs on the cylinder head. It 
is worth the effort. We normally cut all the exchanger 
pipes away and just remove all of the exchanger so 
that you are essentially looking at six flanges on the 
bottom of the engine. Then you can go in and in- 
dividually heat each one of the Allen-head tap screws 
or the regular 13 mm screws and replace them. That is 
probably the single biggest problem that you can get 
into. 

Bill: I think the person who asked the question can 
get the heat exchangers off. In the East, where some 
of you live, is where you often have to cut the heat ex- 
changers off. We call that using a ‘‘fire wrench.”’ 

Bob: Removal of the exchangers themselves is prob- 
ably the biggest obstacle to overcome. I would also 
recommend that you wash the engine down really 
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well, because you will get a lot of drippage off the 
tubes, after the engine has been warm and standing 
overnight. That’s where the level of oil is and the tubes 
will actually be submerged on the lower end where you 
get the majority of the leakage. If you get leakage 
while the car is running, chances are it is not the tubes. 
You can spray an engine down and the tube O-rings 
are the worst in the world—if you keep the car run- 
ning, you won’t get any leakage. As soon as you shut 
the engine off and let it sit, that’s when it starts run- 
ning out the bottom. 

If the problem is a minor leak from the engine 
standing overnight, the thing to look for is the year 
model and the type of O-rings originally installed. If 
you haven’t reassembled the engine with silicone O- 
rings and if the engine was originally installed or built- 
up with regular neoprene type O-rings on the tubes, on 
the backs of the cam plates, the backs of the chain 
boxes, and the little triangular gaskets, those areas are 
probably the biggest initial failure sites of O-rings ona 
911. That job is not a do-it-yourself kind of thing— 
the retiming of cams and all that. 

A good way to check oil leaks on any kind of engine 
is to jack the car up and spray the engine off really 
well underneath. Take a blow gun if you have one, or 
put it in your hand, or roll up a piece of paper or 


something like that, take talcum powder and literally 
dust the bottom of the engine. It leaves a very fine 
power residue all over the engine. It washes off easily 
with water, solvent or any cleaning solution. But you 
can’t get one drop of oil, even just a weepage around a 
bolt hole, without it showing up with talcum. You can 
come back the next morning and around the strainer 
plate you will see where it has wept out around the 
base of the nuts on the strainer plate. It leaves a trail 
because the talcum powder washes away with any 
moisture to point out where the leak started. 

What is recommended for cleaning heat ex- 
changers? 

Bill: Just take the heat exchanger off and get a big 
enough container to put it in and let it eat on the oil 
that has cooked in. This is the only way to get it out. 
Leave it to soak, take it out of the solution, blow it dry 
and put it back on the car. There is no way to get in- 
side and scrape off the cooked-in oil. 

Bob: If you stop the contamination, the ash inside 
the heat exchangers will eventually dry, under normal 
operation, to the point where the ash will be expelled 
out the exchangers, hopefully sometime before you 
turn the heater on. When it is partially damp and gets 
heated, it gets like epoxy and you can’t scrape or chip 
it off. But if you stop the leak and let the engine con- 
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crossover

tinue to operate, eventually that stuff will dry up and 
become so brittle that it will flake off. 

Bill: It is awfully tough to get that smell of oil 
residue out of the bottom of heat exchangers. The on- 
ly way to do it is to soak it in solvent, let it break up. 
where it can, and then make sure that you have no 
more oil leaks that will add to that residue. Over a 
period of time, the constant driving of the car and the 
hotter the boxes get, the more of it will burn out. 
That’s the best you can do. 


Wood steering wheel 

Bill: Someone has found a wooden steering wheel 
for a 911 that looks like a Nardi wheel and he wants to 
know if the wheel was built by Nardi for the Porsche 
factory or if it was a Porsche design. Actually, 
Porsche doesn’t build any of their steering wheels 
because that is a highly specialized thing. The wheel in 
question is a standard Porsche option steering wheel. 
For 1965-1966, it was the deluxe steering wheel for 
that particular 911 model and also they were used on 
the 356C and 356SC. It is made of a good grade of 
wood and those wheels finish out nicely. I have one on 
a Carrera. I don’t believe that Nardi built those 
wheels. I think a man by the name of Les Lester built 
them. Anything that Nardi built, you can bet your life 
it has his name on it. 

The Lester wheel had a high gloss finish on it, but 
very shortly, with the perspiration coming out of your 
hands, the finish deteriorated.

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Premium fuel and rebuilding engines 

Bill: The question regards a 911E engine which now 
needs rebuilding. It uses premium fuel and the ques- 
tion is whether there is an alternative. I’d like Bob to 
discuss this. We talk about it almost daily. 

Bob: On the 911E, the compression ratio is 9.6:1. 
On some of them, they get down in the low 9’s and 
that is borderline. You are committed there on your 
compression ratio because of the injection system and 
the grind of the three dimensional cam inside the 
pump that is computer designed and is predicated on 
certain factors being built in, insofar as cam timing, 
compression ratio and throttle balance. The pump can 
be modified if you want to do it. You can bring the 
pump down to the equivalent in T specifications. We 
are doing an engine right now that is going from 2.4 
9118S specifications to 2.7 911S specifications. You 
can take any of the 2.2 or 2.4 pumps and you can pret- 
ty much operate within the range as long as you are 
dealing in the same displacement, but if you are going 
to bring the engine down to T specs and run regular 
gas—if that is important to you—you are going to 
have to lower everything, compression ratio, cams, 
the whole works. Everything will have to come down 
with it if you maintain the injection system in the car. 

I am anxious to hear what the man with the pro- 
gram on fuel says here today because we have been 
building engines for 17 years now and they keep com- 
ing up with new ideas. We are making strides in put- 
ting other additives in fuels that will make them per- 
form so far as octane is concerned where you won’t 
notice the difference, but believe me, for ten years I 
have rebuilt 356’s and other carbureted engines and 
didn’t have any problem on 9.5:1 compression ratio. 
Today, building them probably from a better tech- 
nical standpoint, better work, more consistent work, 
finish quality than ever before and yet some of the 
Solex carbureted cars just have continuous problems 
with little flat spots. 

You are obviously going to lose horsepower, if you 
do nothing but change the compression ratio. If you 
do everything you need to do to bring the car down to 
T specifications, the difference will be right out of the 
book. Lowering the compression ratio itself, by itself, 
on an engine can be done, but you better have some- 
body around who can give you a good compromise as 
far as your pump setting goes. 

Bill: Your problem really lies in the grade of fuel 
that you are able to get. We are still continuing to 
build high compression engines for certain people. 
They drive the car, they get a load of fuel in it and the 
car runs lousy. We suggest they go to this place and 
get a load of fuel that we heard is good and that has 
higher octane than we have had before. They put that 
fuel in the car and say that it has never run so good in 
its life. We haven’t touched the engine. 

It all goes back to the cooperation that the fuel com- 
panies and the auto manufacturers have had for years. 
The petroleum industry has always told the auto- 
motive industry what grades of fuel are going to be 


available to the public in the next year and the 
manufacturer knows what he can build into an engine 
that will give his customers consistent good perfor- 
mance. If the petroleum industry has fallen down in 
that particular grade of fuel that they thought they 
were going to manufacture, the customer had a very 
poor running car. There have been times in the history 
of the automobile business where recalls had to be 
made in engines to come back to the dealers and have 
head gaskets added to change the compression gaskets 
on the engine so it was compatible with the fuel the 
owner could buy, say in California, New Mexico, 
Oklahoma, Texas, wherever. That’s the story of fuel 
and the auto industry. We have some cars of our own 
on which we refuse to change the specifications of the 
engine. We just continue to look for a source of fuel 
or build-up of fuel additives, aircraft fuel, to run these 
engines on. 

Bob: You probably read the article in PANORAMA 
when that first came out. I was privy to that informa- 
tion because I am also a member of the BMW Motor- 
cycle Owners Club of America. The Chicago Region 
of the BMW Club always comes up with some 
marvelous technical experiments. They came up with 
this 75-25% mix of unleaded premium and leaded 
regular. The lead in the combustion process acts as a 
lubricant. So just because the octane rating on a fuel 
looks good, don’t let that lead you to believe that you

can live without the lead. Valve guides and valve seats 
can’t live without the lead. 

The octane doesn’t have anything to do with the 
fuel, other than to describe its ability to resist detona- 
tion. You can put 150 octane fuel in a reciprocating 
engine and if you don’t meet certain criteria that 
would cause the fuel to detonate, that fuel is not going 
to harm that engine. The higher the octane goes, you 
can increase the temperature of the engine, the 
altitude, the compression ratio or the ignition 
timing—all those factors that cause the engine to 
detonate. The higher the octane goes, the better the 
ability of that fuel to resist detonation. That’s the only 
difference between 90 and 110 octane. At 110, it will 
wait longer. All the octane ratings on aircraft fuels are 
predicated on how high the airplane is going to go. 

Bill: A mixture of aviation gas and regular or un- 
leaded premium in your car works very well. We had 
some early 911S cars with extremely high compression 
ratios and they are burning a mixture of aviation fuel 
and regular gas out of the pump. It does a great job. It 
is inconvenient, of course, but there is no alternative. 

Bob: We mentioned the mixture of 75% unleaded 
premium and 25% leaded regular. It makes a pretty 
nice mixture. The residue of lead stays for quite a 
while, so you don’t have to add so much of that. The 
idea is to get the premium to resist the detonation. The 
lead has a token value there as far as keeping it up—

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exhaust valve guides, valve seats, and things like that. 
Ethyl lead compounds are great coolers. You can buy 
additives for fuel. But bear this in mind, good ad- 
ditives are very expensive and they are deadly. 
Tetraethyl lead is nasty stuff. It goes inside your skin 
and inside you and doesn’t go away. 

Could a 1970 911T run on regular gas at a compres- 
sion ratio of 8.7:1? That is definitely a borderline 
situation. If you have been driving the car for a long 
time, you are probably paying to a certain degree for 
carbon on that engine. We have to alter the combus- 
tion chamber about 2-3 cc to elevate the compression 
ratio 0.3. If the car has 70,000-80,000 miles on it, you 
may be operating at something close to 9:1. If that 
engine was absolutely fresh at 8.7:1 and the timing is 
dead right on it and you aren’t operating at high 
altitudes or anything like that, it should operate on 
regular grade fuel, say 88 or 89 octane. Try the mix- 
ture we just told you about. Give it a shot of lead 
every once in a while, about 25%. It sure will give you 
life in your valve guides. 


Restoring brake lines and fittings

cadmium or bright zinc. You won’t bother any of the 
ferrules on the lines. You may have to go in and pull 
your ferrules back, let them plate them, and then 
move the ferrules on the brake lines into another posi- 
tion and replate them to get it replated uniformly all 
the way up and down. Anywhere there is a brake line 
fitting that is covering the plating, it will not plate. 
You’ll have to move it back and forth to get it plated 
uniformly up and down. 

All this stuff replates beautifully, but let me tell you 
the secret of replating. You can’t send a corroded line 
or one that is rusty to a plating company and expect 
them to turn it back to you looking like the day it 
came out of the factory. When the manufacturer had 
those lines plated, they sent them through the plating 
process as perfectly clean white metal. If you will just 
take the stuff and polish it with steel wool or bead 
blast it if that is appropriate to the piece, it will clean 
up perfectly before you send it to the plating com- 
pany. You will see amazing results when the stuff 
comes back. 

I have always said that a plating company will not 
do any more for you than the product they have in 
their hands. If it is nice and clean to begin with, I have 
found that most plating companies will give you a lit- 
tle better job than if you take something in that is 
coated with undercoating and paint, tar and grease. 
Clean it well, send it to the plating company, and it 
will come back in suprisingly beautiful condition. @

Do You Know Where 
Your Porsche Is?

Porsche. The standard of automotive engineering. 
One of the most widely sought-after cars ever pro- 
duced. Unfortunately, Porsches are in demand not 
only by auto enthusiasts but by others as well. Others 
who would borrow your Porsche for a joyride. Others 
who would strip it for a quick buck. Others who 
would pick up $200 to $300—no questions asked—for 
simply delivering it to a third party. Others who make 
their living and specialize in stealing Porsches for 
resale in other parts of the country or abroad. Others 
who would dismantle your Porsche in a ‘‘chop shop’’ 
and sell it—in pieces—to auto body shops for use in 
reconstructing someone else’s wrecked Porsche. 

Sound unfair? Does it make you mad? Is there 
something that just doesn’t seem right about it? Isn’t 
there some basic law of nature that the more time that 
you spent loving and caring for something, the less 
chance there is of you losing it? After all, who could 
possibly love his car more than you? 

The unfortunate fact is that an experienced car thief 
can enter, start and drive an unprotected Porsche 
away in less than one minute. Less time that it takes 
you to brush your teeth in the morning. The other un- 
fortunate fact is that auto-theft is on the rise. Not just 
Porsches either; no one model or make of car is im- 
mune from the possibility of theft or vandalism. 

So what can you do to safeguard your car? There is 
no single way to guarantee protection for your 
Porsche but there are a series of things that you can be 
aware of and a whole group of products to choose 
from that can certainly help discourage a would-be 
thief or vandal from picking your car. 

The single most important factor in protecting your 
car is the constant alertness and sensitivity that you 
own a highly visible auto that others would like to 
have. The common sense things such as keeping valu- 
ables out of plain view, parking in attended and well- 
lit places and keeping your car generally secure start to 
fall into place. Along with your personal safeguards 
you can choose from any one of a growing number of 
protection products that are now on the market. 

In fact, the range of products, prices and the protec- 
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tion that each offers is so great that finding the proper 
protection for your car may take some doing. With 
the new protection industry growing as fast as it is you 
need to know as much about what is available as pos- 
sible before committing to any one product. Too often 
people are learning about the limitations of a par- 
ticular alarm after they’ve invested several hundred 
dollars in purchase and installation. Protection prod- 
ucts can be ‘‘typed’’ into one of three categories: 


Anti-theft devices 
Car alarms 
Vehicle protection systems 


ANTI-THEFT DEVICES 

These are single dimensional products that are in- 
tended to deter a thief from stealing your car. They do 
not, however, discourage vandals or burglars, so car 
stereos, personal valuables and other car accessories 
are vulnerable. Examples are window identification 
numbers, pick-proof ignition locks, steering wheel 
locks, ignition kill switches and starter lock-out 
devices. 


CAR ALARMS 
These ‘‘switch and bell’? alarms are simple and 
cheap devices that make noise when triggered and are 
generally easy prey for someone who wants to get into 
your car. Car alarms do not offer anti-theft features, 
although you can add optional accessories such as 
remote pagers and motion sensors. 


VEHICLE PROTECTION SYSTEMS 

This is the product category that provides the pro- 
tection that is needed today although there is a wide 
range of products from those that merely combine the 
attention of a car alarm with a simple anti-theft 
feature to more sophisticated and well-engineered 
systems. 

To properly evaluate a vehicle protection system 
you must examine each of the systems’ components 


separately. There are many things to look at but by 
doing so you are insuring that you are selecting the 
best available product for your needs. 

Attention getting components 

Does the system use your car’s horn or does it in- 
clude an auxiliary horn/siren that can be hidden for 
additional security? Can the system be wired into the 
car’s lights for added attention? Are horns, sirens or 
pagers available as accessories to the system? 
Anti-theft components 

Can the car be easily hotwired if the thief discon- 
nects the horn? Is the system adaptable to disabling 
your choice of the ignition, the starter or the fuel 
pump? 

System activator components 

How many ways are there to activate/trigger the 
system? What are they? If the system is activated by 
changes in the car’s voltage, i.e. a door opening and 
the interior lights going on, what happens if your car’s 
interior light burns out? Will the system trigger if the 
car has an electric fan that operates after the engine is 
off or if the electric clock pulls additonal current dur- 
ing its rewind cycle? 

If the system is activated by sound, is it 
sophisticated enough to reject maverick sound waves 
that might accidentally trigger it? 

If the system is a sonic alarm can a window be left 
‘‘cracked’’ in the summer? Will a fly or other insect 
trigger the system? Can your family pet be left in the 
car when the system is armed? 

Does the system sense motion to help deter a 
thief/vandal prior to entering the car? What kind of 
motion sensor is it? Most mechanical motion sensors 
are susceptible to the elements by either beating 
themselves to death during normal driving or 
malfunction from heat, freezing or rust. Can the mo- 
tion sensor be easily adjusted for changing traffic, 
wind or parking conditions? 

Can moisture accidentally trigger the system? 

How secure is the arming/disarming mechanism? 
Can a thief disable the system using special tools? Is it 
within reach of the thief so that it can be easily at- 
tacked? Are there any special keys or other arming/ 

‘disarming components that can be lost or that can 
fail? Does the system protect itself? Can the system be 
easily removed by a thief or are any of the controlling 
components located so that a thief can neutralize 
them? 

System failure 

What happens if the system fails? Do you lose ac- 
cess to any part of your car? 
Everyday convenience 

Even the best vehicle protection system is useless if 
it becomes too much of a hassle to use it everyday. 
How easy/convenient is the system to use? Can it be 
easily neutralized for routine servicing or for valet 
parking? How many controls are located convenient 
to you? Is the product illuminated for use at night? Do 
you control the system or does it control you? Some 
systems automatically arm themselves after the engines

It’s easy to see that there is much to consider when 
making an investment in protection. Research the 
products available and contact the manufacturer 
directly for answers to specific questions that you 
might have. Remember, salesmen and counter-per- 
sonnel probably know as little—or less—about vehicle 
protection than you do after simply reading this arti- 
cle, there are just too many products available on the 
market for salespeople to keep abreast of. After all, if 
your Porsche is worth owning, isn’t it worth protect- 
ing and keeping? @

Napa Valley, California

If you’re a true Porsche enthusiast, and you are or 
you wouldn’t be reading this, then you’ve read many 
articles about driving your Porsche along the Rhine 
and the Moselle.

We spent the rest of the afternoon touring the Ster- 
‘ling Winery with its gondola up to a mountain top. 
We then followed the upper road which paralleled 
Highway 20 back to Silverado. There we collapsed in 


preparation for another gourmet meal and more fine 
California wine. 

The entire area is great Porsche country, great wine 
and eating country and Silverado is a perfect place to 
make your headquarters. Prices are moderate to ex- 
pensive.

My first introduction to Porsche ownership was on 
a military tour of duty in Germany with a rusty-red 
356B. My friends had The Cars before in the States, 
but I had always managed somehow to be driving 
English sports cars (what fantastic electrical systems). 

_ The 356 experience didn’t turn out so hot. Took it in 
for tune-up in Stuttgart, left it for a week, went back 
to reclaim my prize, and the service manager met me 
at the door saying, ‘‘Herr Cring, are you sure you 
really wish to spend the money for a tune-up?”’ 

I began to smell a rat somewhere in the workshop. 
As it turned out, the rat was underneath my 356. Still 
being very friendly and trying hard not to snicker, the 
service manager said, ‘‘Hans, put Herr Cring’s car up 
on the lift.’’ Before I fainted, I only remember Hans 
saying, ‘‘Ja, und with one hard left-corner, the whole 
right side of the car will fallaway .. .’’ 

I bought it from an MP, but I suppose you can’t ex- 
pect too much for $350. A couple of days later, the car 
ended its tour of duty in downtown Stuttgart, blazing 
away in glory (ever try to beat out an engine fire with 
your T-shirt?) with every German in town brandishing 
fire extinguishers, spraying me and the car. Ever since 
then, I carry my own fire extinguisher, just waiting for 
a chance to get even. 

The next Porsche was a B+B 911RSR, and this 
turned out much better. The only problem here was to 
fight your way through the crowd around the car to 


get in and drive off. It was, how do they say, ‘‘black 
and beautiful.’’ This car did 240, just standing still, 
without the motor turned on. Porsche had now be- 
come a love affair. 

Next down the line was a 911SC, built from a 1972 
911S, and it was a Targa. I was going to enjoy this 
Targa. However, driving home late one night on the 
autobahn, relaxed behind the wheel (as I think back, a 
little too relaxed perhaps, as it is difficult to drive a 
car with your eyes closed), doing a rebuilt engine 
break-in speed of about 150-160 kph, when by mutual 
consent, the car and I decided to drive along upside 
down for a while. I was really enjoying my Targa. I 
was just hanging there, listening to the radio, watch- 
ing the sparks flying back down the road from the 
Targa roof, enjoying my new car. This was actually 
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the first 911 with a 928 front end, as I beat B+B to it 
by a good half-year. 

None of these are the car I want to tell you about, 
especially the Targa, since I paid for it twice! 

Okay. Are you ready? Here we go. John, my friend 
and #1 mechanic (because I don’t have to pay him), 
and I are driving along in in Darmstadt and we both 
see It at the same time. The Form, all in white, sitting 
in the back of an Alfa dealer’s lot. As we get closer,
